A Coast Guard cutter ram m ed 
the arms-laden vessel to capture 
the revolutionaries and four Nic 
araguan crew members. 
The men began 
their 
hunger 
strike at the evening meal Thurs­ 
day night. 
They filed 
into

Cameron County jail dining room 
in orderly fashion but refused to 
touch their food. The Nicaraguans 
ate. 
A spokesman said the warriors 
would not “eat for a week 
or 
month, however long we are in 
J«U. even if we starve to death.”

18 Killed In 
Aerial Collision 
'Of Two Planes 


Globomaittr, Flying 
Boxcar Collide Over 
Bridgeport, Texas 


BRIDGEPORT, Texas (U.P> — In­ 
vestigators seeking the cause of 
an aerial collision that killed 18 
men said today the crash might 
never have occurred if the weath­ 
er had been worse. 
They said the pilots of an Air 
Force €124 Glohemaster and €199 
Flying Boxcar that collided late 
Thursday apparently were flying 
visually. Minimum visibility at the 
time, despite light fog, was report­ 
ed as five miles — not enough to 
require flying by instruments. 
When visibility is three miles 
or less, all aircraft are required 
to fly on instruments. 
The Fort 
Worth weather bureau said they 
also are assigned a specific alti­ 
tude at which to fly so as to pro­ 
ven a collision. 
Why the planes crashed was a 
mystery. 
There were no survivors 
among the 
15 men aboard the 
Glohemaster from Hill Air Force 
Base. Utah, or the three aboard 
the Flying Boxcar from Carswell 
Air Force Base, Fort Worth, Tex. 
Five 
passengers on 
the C124 
were hitchhikers — two sailors, 
two Army men and an airman, Col. 
D. L. Beard who headed the In­ 
vestigators. reported. 
All 
18 bodies were found by 
midnight Thursday night. 
The two planes collided over 
| Bridgeport in the late afternoon. 
The C119 appeared to hesitate mo­ 
mentarily at the impact.

plunged straight down and crashed 
IOO yards from W. J. Mann, who 
was plowing in a field.

The measure, designed to create 
thousands of new jobs by pumping 
$5,500,000,000 into road construe 
tion over the next two years, sail 
ed through the Senate late Thurs 
day by an 84-4 roll call vote 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn 
don B. Johnson of Texas said he 
hopes the bill will go to the White 
House by April 3, when Congress 
starts its Easter recess, 
Johnson called it “one of the 
most 
important 
anti - recession 
measures we could pass ” He said 
it has a “ potential” of more than 
500,000 jobs. 
Today’s Action Uncertain 
Before passage, the Senate sub­ 
stituted its completed bill for a 
House approved 
two-billion dollar 
highway measure. 
That cleared 
the way for a Senate-House con­ 
ference on the two bills that could 
shortcut 
House consideration of 
new Senate provisions. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of Texas 
has said he favors that course. 
The speaker hopes conferees can 
approve a bill in time for passage 
before the congressional recess. 
It was uncertain whether the 
House would act on the Senate 
hill today. If it does, one member 
by his single objection could block 
action. 
In that case, the Rules 
Committee could meet Monday to 
send the legislation to conference 
The measure would speed build­ 
ing of the 41,000-mile interstate 
highway system. 
In addition it 
would rush building of primary, 
secondary and urban roads — the 
so-called A-B-C roads system. 
More Than Planned 
It was the Senate’s second ma 
jor legislative move to help end 
the 
business slump. 
Only last 
week, 
it passed 
a 
$1,850,000,000 
housing bill designed to create up 
to 500,000 jobs. 


The total $5,500,000,000 outlay in 
federal and state highway funds 
was about $1,HOO,OOO,OOO more than 
was originally planned for road 
construction oefore the recession 
provoked demands for em ergency 
government notion. 
Other provisions would author­ 
ize an additional fedc ral-state ex­ 
penditure of 222 
million dollars 
for the interstate highway system 
in the 1959 fiscal year and of $2,- 
750,(MMI,IKM) in the 1960 fiscal year. 
The cost of the contemplated 
interstate network would be shar­ 
ed on a 90 per cent federal and 
IO per cent state basis. 
The bill also would authorize a 
combined fpderal-state outlay of 
571 
million dollars 
for im prov­ 
ing primary, secondary and rural 
roads in the 1959 fiscal year and 
$1.8(H),000,000 for these roads in 
the 1960 fiscal year.

recommended that Congress com­ 
mit itself—by advance authoriia-

gram at present levels. Th* ad­ 
ministration 
had 
recommended 
the advance authorization for the 
1959 program be cut to 125 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
Urges Higher Rapports

officer. 


Having done this favor for Mc­ 
Carthy, Lee plunged into the Mary­ 
land 1950 campaign in which Mc­ 
Carthy was trying to defeat Sen. 
Millard E. Typings, who had had 
the courage to challenge and in­ 
vestigate Joe’s charges against the 
State Department. 
MARYLAND CAMPAIGN 
There ensued one of the dirtiest 
election campaigns in recent his­ 
tory, during 
which a Baltimore 
printer who balked at printing Mc 
earthy literature was shanghaied, 
during which McCarthy collected 
thousands of dollars from Texas, 
Illinois and Michigan, and during 
which he circulated a faked photo 
of Tydings in friendly pose with 
Communist leader Earl Browder. 
Commissioner Lee, who now sit* 
on tho FCC in alleged impartial 
Judgment on TV licenses, was in 
tho thick of this campaign. 
His 
job, according to sworn Senate tes­ 
timony, was to pick up checks in 
Baltimore, 
deposit 
them in his 
wife’s account in the National Cap­ 
ital bank in Washington, and then 
pay for 
addressing 300,000 post 
cards 


As a result, a large part of Mary­ 
land woke up two days before clee 
turn with what they thought was 
a personal handwritten card from 
the Republican candidate reading: 
“ I shall be deeply grateful for your 
vote on Tuesday—John Marshall 
Butler.** 


Among the checks deposited to 
Lee’s w ifes account were those 
of Alvin Bentley, now congressman 
from 
Michigan, 
grandson of a 
founder of General Motors, for $5,- 
000; and from Douglas B. Mar­ 
shall. son rn law of Texas oil mil­ 
lionaire H R. Cullen, for $500. 
It is clearly against Maryland 
law to handle funds In the name of 
a political candidate unless you 
register for such purpose 
When 
the scandals of the Maryland cam ­ 
paign were thoroughly investigat­ 
ed by the Senate, however, one 
man, Jon Jonkel, was made the 
goat. 
He pleaded guilty to violat­ 
ing the election law's Others who, 
according to Senate testimony like 
wise appeared guilty, escaped ac­ 
tion. 
IC E Lee not only escaped ac 
lion but was rewarded by appoint 
ment to one of the most important 
commissions in government. When 
he came up for confirmation, the 
Senate had before it the record 
of its own Maryland investigation 
But aside from a handful of sen­ 
ators led by Monroney of Okla 
homa and Hennings of Missouri, 
no one opposed him.

After his appointment was con­ 
firmed, Lee 
did not disappoint 
those who helped him. He voted to 
give more stations to the big net­ 
works;

husband of the Secretary of Health,
